The Constitution Congratulated on Its Cor- 
rect Figures. 


Macon, Ga., Ogtober 6.—(Special.)—Put 
old Bibb down as the banner county of the 
state. The majority as announced in The 
Constitution this morning surprised every 
one, although it was known early in the

[TENNYSON IS DBAD. 


The Poet Laureate of England Passes 
Peacefully Away, 


SURROUNDED BY FAMILY AND FRIENDS 


He Smiles Upon Them and Yields 
Up His Gentle Spirit. 


SKETCH OF THE SWEET SINGER, 


Early Life and Works of the Celebrated 
Poet—His Contributions to Litera- 
ture and Music. 


London, October 6.—Lord Tenuyson died 
at 1:35 this morning. 

Immediately after the death of Lord 
Tennyson, a reporter of the Associated 
Press had an interview with Sir Andrew 
Clark, one of the physicians who attended 
the poet laureate. Sir Andrew said that 
Lord Tennyson’s death was the most glo- 
rious he had ever seen. There was no 
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artificial light in the room, and the cham- 
ber was almost in darkness, save where 
the broad flood of moonlight poured in 
threugh. a western window. The moon’s 
rays fell across the bed upon which the 
dying man lay, bathing him in their pure 
light and forming a remembrant-like back- 
ground to the scene. All was silent save 
the soughing of the atuumn wind, as it 
gently played through the trees surround- 
ing the house, a fitting requiem for the gen- 
tle poet, who sang of the love and beauties 
of nature. 

Motionless Lord Tennyson iay upon his 
couch, the tide of his life gently and slow- 
Iy ebbing out into the ocean of the infinite. 
No rack of pain or sorrow checked its 
course or caused a ripple upcn the out- 
going tide. As peacefully and as gently 
as he had lived, so he died, iookmg until 
the end into the eyes of those dear to him.

Hon. Hallam Tennyson, the poet’s son, 
says that his father’s death was eminently 
peaceful. He did not show a siugle trace 
of suffering to distress his sorrowing rela- 
atives and friends. Once or twice during 
the night, he lifted his eyes to faces of 
the watchers by his bedside and a beauti- 
ful smile played over his features. No 
doubt as to the future was in his wan face 
and when the end came ne appeared to 
fail asleep. So restful was he und so calm- 
ly did he respond to the beckoning hand 
of the angel of death, that those who stood 
beside him searcely knew that he had 
passed away. 

Alfred Tennyson was born at Somersby, 
Lincolnshire, England, in 1809. His father, 
the Rev. George Clayton Tennyson, was the 
rector of Somersly and vicar of Bennington 
and Grimsby, while his mother was the daugh- 
ter of the Rev. Stephen Fytche, vicar of Louth 
He was the third of a family of twelve 
children. The title which gained for him the 
title of Poet Laureate of England began to de- 
velop itself in his early youth, for when 18 
years old he, with his brother Charies,who aft- 
erwards became vicar of Gransby and assumed 
the name of Turner, published a small voi- 
ume entitled ‘‘Poems by two brothers.’’ The 
poems attracted some attention, those signed 
“A. T."’ receiving the highest praise, Coleridge 
declaring that they alone of the selections 
in the volume gaye hopeful promise of a 


coming poet. 

The early training of Alfred and Charles 
was assumed Y the father. Later Alfred 
was sent to Trinity college, Cambridge, where 
in 1829 he was awarded the chancellor's medal 
for the poem in blank verse entitled ‘“Timbue- 
too.’’

Tennyson turned his attention towards the 
dramatic art first in 1870, when he wrote 
“The Window, or the Songs of the Wrens,’ 
which was set to music by Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van.In 1875 he wrote *“‘Queen Mary,’’ a drama 
and his effort in the dramatic line was ‘“The 
Foresters,’’ which was first presented in Lon- 
don a few months ago. The former work of 
the Poet Laureate were unsuccessful, but in 
“The Foresters’ he scored a success which 
put him in the first rank with contemporane- 

ous dramatists. While there were many 
parts which received severe criticism, yet 
there were unmistakable ‘Yennysonian pas- 
sages and lines that received the highest 
compliment. 

The residence of Lord Tennyson has been 
on the Isle of Wight for several years, near 
Fresh water Gate. He owned there a commo- 
dious stone house, with a- pleasant library 
where he spent the most of his hours of lit- 
erary work, surrounded by his books. 

Until 1851 he had lived in various places, 
principally in London, but in that year he 
ws warried to Emily, daughter of Henry 
Sellwood and his removal to the Isle of Wight 
followed almost immediately.

AMENDING THE PRAYER BOOK. 


The Order of the Day in the Protestant 
Episcopal Canvention. 

Baltimore, October 6.—The second day of 
the great triennial Protestant Episcopal con- 
vention opened this morning with service in 
Emanuel church, celebrated by Bishop Alex- 
Ander Burgiss, of Quincy, Tl. At 10 o’clock 
the president called the house to order. 

The resolution that the opening sermon, 
preached by Bishop Wilmer, of Alabama, 
be printed and that three thousand copies of 
the same be distributed among the delegates 
aud others were carried. 

The house of bishops deci@ed to make the 
question on alteration of the prayer book an 
order of the day until completed. 

Alexander Cregg, of Texas, proposed that 
the time of the general convention be changed 
from the first week in October to the first 
week in September, as Ocfober is the most im- 
portant part of the year to the clergy and 
judges present at this convention. 

At 11:15 o’clock the house returned to the 
important question of amendment of the 
prayer book, which is to continue the order of 
the day. Mr. Burgwin, of Pittsburg, moved 
that. as both houses were considering resolu- 
tions for amendments, they should, when a 
certain number were disposed of, be sent to 
the house of bishops for .consiAeration to avoid 
considering the same resolutiea a second time. 
The order of the day was sec aside ta receive 
a delegation from the church in Canada. 

The Canadian bishops were invited to take 
seats in the house,w hen convenient to them. 
The house of bishops notified the house of 
deputies that they adopted the following reso- 
lution proposed by the committee in reference 
to the prayer book. 

From No. 1 to 22, 4, 9, 11 excepted. 

Mr. Huntington representing the commit-- 
tee formed to take charge of the change to 
be made in the prayer , len said that the 
house of bishops concurring, the change made 
should be printed in the appendix to the jour- 
nal of the house.

“Atlanta’s money should have no part in 
Atlanta politics,” said Councilman Hill, 
of the fourth ward, yesterday. 

He was in the midst of a group of friends 
near the city hall who were discussing the 
approaching municipal election. 

“I have thought so ever since I have been 
in Atlanta,” he went on, “but since I have 
been in the council I have become thorough- 
ly satisfied that my first impression was a 
correct one, and for that reason I presented 
that resolution at the last meeting of the 
council.” 

The resolution to which Mr. Hill had re- 
ference was one directing an inquiry as to 
whether or not a more advantageous dis 
position of the city’s money could not be 
made than that now in vogue, and whether 
or not an interest on the daily balances 
could be secured. — 

“Now, that whould eleminate the city 
money from the political fight every year,” 
said Mr. Hill, “if the council would adopt 
it and it would provide a plan that would 
enable the city to realize some income from 
the interest on the daily balances.” 

“But what would that amount to?” some 
one remarked. 

“The income from the daily balances 
would amount to $5,000 a year, or about 
that,” was the answer.

“In my opinion, if a plan can be adopted - 
to elect a city treasurer the cashier, or other 
officer of that bank, which will guarantee 
to the city the best rate of interest for the 
use of its money, at the same time furnish- 
ing good security for the same, Atlanta 
would be better off. I have not given care- 
ful consideration to the details of any plan, 
but if something on the order I have sug- 
gested can be perfected I think the question 
will be solved and great benefits will accrue 
to the people; certainly, so far as it relates 
to purer and better city politics.”’ 

lacing Mr. Hill was one of Atlanta’s 
most successful bankers, a gentleman who 
has given Atlanta’s financial history many 
hours of hari study. As Mr. Hill walked 
away that benker remarked. 

“He’s right. If Atlanta needs one thing 
more than another it is a reform in the city 
finances. This has been sadly neglected 
for many years. It is managed today just 
as it was managed when our city officials 
had only $100,000 to disburse, while we 
now spend $2,000,000 a year. Now, as 
then, a treasurer is elected, a bond is given 
and all the city’s money is dumped into 
the treasurer’s hands and he is allowed to 
use it free of interest. 

“Now, in July rnd August the city needs 
money when it is scarce and has to borrow 
often, if not always, from the same bank 
which has had the use of the’ city’s Money 
free of interest all the year.” 

“Does the city lose much this way?’ he 
was asked. 

“I don’t know. But I do know that at 
the last election fur a city treasurer Atlanta 
could have made a contract, secured by any 
required bond, by which she would have 
received $5,000 for the use of its monev 
until it was needed. In fact I think the 
use of the city’s money this year is worth to 
ary bank having it $10,000. 

“There isn’t a bank in the city that 
wouldn’t be glad to have the account, and I 
think the taxpayers should see that no man 
is elected this year who isn’t fully pledged 
to an interest on the deposit. They should 
see, too, that at least one good, well-known 
financier is elected both to the council and 
the aldermanic board. 

‘I’m like Mr. Hill, the use of the city’s 
money should be taken out of polities. As 
long as a few men can secure the use of the 
city’s money free of interest by electing a 
majority of the general council who will 
be friendly to them we will have men 
nominated end elected who shouldn’t be.’’

SOME SMALL BOYS SCARE HIM.

And He Closes His Postoffice—An Act that 
- Seems to Be. Oloptrap—The Story 
as Told in Lithonia, 


Lithonia, Ga., October 6.—(Special.)— 
Postmaster F. S. Brown attempted a nice 
trick at Lithonia in an effort to make cam- 
paign capital for the republican party. Last 
night jubilant democrats fairly spread them- 
selves in their joy at such a victory, and 
securing the brass band they progeeded to 
celebrate. 

Brown, who was imported here as & re- 
publican when Harrison came in and who 
is a repubucan for revenue only, fashioned 
his politics according to Boss Buck’s patern, 
and sometime back became a strong third 
partyite. He became self-appointed leader 
among the blacks immediately and de 
nounced our people most bitterly saying the 
white people of Lithonia are not as good as 
the negroes. He neglected his duties to 
talk politics and a man could hardly call 
for. his mail without being tackled by 
Brown on politics. He was bitter and 
vindicative in his talk and very naturally 
made himself a target to be guyed at by 
the bow politicians of the town. 

So last night after the ballots had buried 
the third party, the boy politicians decided 
to bury Brown, and when Brown came

» down town this morning, he beheld his grave 


and a marble slab erected to his memory. 
Crepe adorned his office door and the im- 
ported democrat-republican-third-party post- 
master was mad.

Mayor Milner’s request and Colonel 
Terrell sent him back. Brown is badly dis- 
appointed, but nothing short of removal 
from office will meet such an outrageous 
case as this of having a post office closed 
half a day and people insulted by a small- 
sized republican -togul.

She 
had already adopted two, and much of her 
time is spent in the caring for them. This 
fact certainly shows that she is in earnest 
in offering to become a mother to five chil- 
dren of Hamburg whose parents have been

An Accomplished Woman. 


Personally Mrs, Black is a kindly woman, 
of rare conversational powers and many ac- 
complishments. In modern literature and 
history she is well versed and she has a 
thorough knowledge of French and German. 
To the study of music she has also given 
much time. Like her husband, she takes a 
deep interest in the modern revolutionary 
movement, and the sincerity of her grief at 
the mourpful fate of the Chicago anarchists 
has never been questioned. While their 
trial was in progress she attracted consider- 
able attention by wearing a good deal of 
mourning, and it is said that she wore deep 
mourning for some time after their death. 
This is one reason why she has been called 
eccentric.

A subscriber has requested us to state 
what was the entire production of cotton 
in the world for the year 1891; what are 
the greatest cotton-growing regions of the 
earth; and also how do the prices of the 
raw material compare with each other 
in the different counties where the staple 
is produced for market. 

In reply we would say that authorities 
give different estimates on the cotton crop 
based on the different averages in the 
bale weights. The total crop of the 
world for 1891 is placed by one statisti- 
cian at 12,570,000 bales, averaging 400 
pounds weight. Of this the United States 
is credited with having produced 8,652,- 
597 bales, averaging 480 pounds each, or 
more than three-fourths of the world’s 
entire crop, in pounds. The East Indian 
product of considerably less than a million 
bales, comes next. Egypt is third on the 


| list. The average supply of the world’s 


cotton for six years ending 181 was 
9,928,000 bales, cf which the United 
States produced 7,609,000 bales, all other 


| countries making only 2,269,006 bales.

Every day we read of bright, well-edu- 
cated young fellows all over the country 
who have joined the endless procession 
on the road to ruin.

Handsome and gifted, 
he made friends readily, and had no 
trouble in securing good positions. But 
he delighted in outwitting people—in 
showing his superior cunning. He bor- 
rowed, cheated and forged for small 
amounts, even when he was not in need. 
Discuvery always followed, and he drift- 
ed from place to place. His first offense 
in Boston was just after the war. The 
court was so favorably impressed by his 
glib tongue that he got off with a term 
in the house of correction. When he was 
released he tried the same old game, and 
now at the age of fifty-seven, after serv- 
ing several short terms, he goes back to 
prison for twenty-five years. 

This is the story of one bright young 
fellow, a rich man’s son, who chose the 
road to ruin.

RATALLY SHOT. 


& Negro Girl Gets a Pistol to Shoot Her 
Aunt, 


AND ACCIDENTALLY SHOOTS ANOTHER, 


Who Interfered and Tried to Prevent the 
Girl From Using the Weapon— 
The Woman Will Die. 


Violet White, an eighteen-year-old ne- 
gro girl, is detained at the police station, 
and this morning a charge of murder may 
be entered against her. 

At noon yesterday she shot an old negro 
named Malinda Loftin, and the old 
woman will die. The ball entered the 
woman’s left side near the heart, and the 
woman’s death is only a question of 
time. 

The shooting oceurred in a most peculiar 
manner, but seems to have been acciden- 
tal. It was done at the home of Violet 
White’s father, on the corner of Ran- 
dolph and Irwin streets. Malinda Loftin, 
the woman who was shot, is an aged 


hegress, and was anly visiting at the 
home of the Whites. 


Just before 12 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Violet White and her aunt, Arie Elle 
by, had a difficulty in the yard at White’s. 
The difficulty Was particularly noisy and 
violent and Arie Elleby slapped Violet 
White soundly in the face. The young 
girl became violently angry and ran into 
the house. She grabbed her father’s pis- 
tol and started to shoot her aunt dead. 

The oe anita woman, Malinda Loftin, 
saw the girl pick up the pistol, and she 
grabbed hold of her to stop her. The 
younger girl tried to free herself, and a 
hard struggle ensued. The old woman 
tried to gain possession of the pistol, but 
the young girl was too much for her. In 
the struggle the pistol went off, the ball 
striking Malinda Loftin in the breast near 
the heart. She dropped to the floor with 
a groan, and badly frightened Violet 
White ran out. Quickly a big crowd col- 
lected and Dr. Powell was edin. He 
at once saw that the woman's injury was 
serious. 

The matter was reported to the police 
by telephone, and Captain Manley. sent 
Callman Beavers out to the scene of the 
shooting.

Never- 
theless, the movement of the crop is upon such a light 
scale that it furnishes support to prices. A frost was 
feared throughout the south on the change of the 
moon, but the cold wave has passed over without dam- 
age to the crop, and a warm wave is following after it. 
A noticeable feature of the afternoon was the contin- 
ued transfer of cotton from strong to weak hands, 
which has been in progress all day. While the temper 
of the market continues bullish, this action can only 
be construed as indicating a disposition on the part of 
conservative people to take advantage of the rapid 
advance. The trading has been the largest for years, 
and while the market is very strong, the buying ap- 
pears to be weak. One of the causes of the advance 
this afternoon was a rumor of frost last night in 
North Carolina, but an examination of the goverment 
map shows no record of any temperature below 42 
degrees. While the market has every indication of 
edvancing forther tomorrow, the advance has carried 
the price of cotton for the spring positions to nearly 
9c a pound.

NEW YORK, October 6—Liverpool opened firm and 
successively advanced till the improvement had shown 
5@6-61d over last night’s figures.

We ourselves had but one message to this effect from 
South Carolina, beyond which we heard nothing except 
what is published officially. In any event, the buying 
again staried this afternoon, and under an urgent 
inquiry such as prevailed yesterday values were marked 
up egain. The improvement has now been very. mate- 
rial as well as quick, and we are rather of the impres- 
sion that we may not unlikely see reactions, more par- 
ticularly if we do not have frost in the next few days 
from the fact that we are afraid Europe will not be able 
to follow us so rapidly. With a material shortage in 
this crop assured we believe in higher prices. Until 
this, however, can be counted upon we think conser- 
vatism now the better policy, and where good profits 
can be secured we are in favor of taking the same.

CHICAGO, November 6.—The strength 
noted on yesterday in hog product continued 
today at a more rapid pace. Parties who are 
known to control he October and cash qn- 
tracts continue to be large buyers of January. 
Pork advanced about 40c per barrel lard and 
ribs 10c per 100. There was a large trade in 
corn but the prices are not materially changed 
Receivers had some troble in disposing of 
sample lots without shading yesterday's 
prices. Trading in wheat was exceedingly 
light. The Paris market was 10 to 15c lower 
for beth wheat and flour; Antwerp was 
higher; London and Liverpool, unchanged. 
There is a growing feeling among large trad- 
ers and capitaists that wheat and corn are 
quite low in view of the last year’s crop of 
food products. The dry weather continues 
and reports continue regarding the poor con- 
dition of the fall sown wheat. If Burbohm is 
correct in his estimate the wheat crop of 
the world is about seventy million bushels 
less than last year. Europe had an increase 
in her rye crop but we hardly think sufficient 
to offset the loss in wheatp otatoes and other 
products. The only bear argument left is 
the continued large receipts. From the way 
the farmers are selling up in the northwest 
it is probable a great many of them will sell 
themselves so short that they will be obliged 
ta, buy wheat for seeding this spring. Large 
quantities of a good quality of milling wheat. 
but not up to contract grade, are being stor- 
ed by capitalists who will keep it for an ad- 
vance, thus materially reducing wheat. Brad- 
street calls the available supply, a great deal 
of it will be una e from the fact that it 
will be held by strong parties for higher 
prices.

Will You Drive Over the Forsyth 


Bridge. 
BUT THE WORK {8 GOING ON 


And the Contractors Are Being Pushed 
by the Engineerand Dr. Turner 
of the Oouncil. 


“You won't walk across the Forsyth 
street bridge before next New Year's day. 

That is what Mr. Grant Wilkins, engin- 
eer in charge, says, and Dr. Turner, chair- 
man of the bridge committee, agrees with 
him. 

The building of the big bridge drags slow- 


ly, but there have been many vexatious de- } 


lays’ and disappointments, some excusable 
perhaps, and some not. 

Mr. Mike Maher, who has the contract 
for the masonry and the laying of the floor 
of the bridge, in a talk with a Constitution 
reporter, said: 

“Few persons realize the difficulties I 
have had with my part of the work. In 
the first place there was little room for my 
men to work in. The trains were passing 
constantly and interferred seriously. ‘The 
space is limited between the tracks on For- 
syth street, and when it is remembered that 
we went down seventeen feet for the foun- 
dations of the center arch, it can be appre- 
ciated that our work was necessarily slow. 
However that may be, I think I have reas- 
ons to be proud of the stone work, and 
after all, slowness in such matters adds to 
the strength and durability of construction. 
In a few days I shall begin the coping 
work for the approaches, and I am simply 
waiting on the iron work to commence lay- 
ing the floor. The passage underneath was 
cleared today for travel. I am reasonably 
satisfied with my progress.” 

The work shows every evidence of 
strength and thoroughness. The central 
arch opens fifty-two feet, and its graceful 
lines fully justify Mr. Maher’s remarks. 
lt is built to stay. The first pin span, on 
the south end, is completed and the tremen- 
dous foot beams of the second are now 
nearly touching the corner of the Grant 
building at the north end. ‘They only 
await the supporting iron columns which 
are expected daily. 

Mr. Grant Wilkins is engineer of- the 
work and upon his shoulders largely rest 
the responsibility for the wuccessful  pro- 
gress of the construction. His views are 
by no means rosy, and he expressed himself 
positively in these words: 

“The contract for the stone work for the 
Forsyth street bridge was let to Will R. 
Maher, and the work was to have been 
completed by the Ist day of April, 1892. 
This work is yet in an incomplete state. 

The contract for the metal work was let 
to the Phoenix Bridge Company, of Phvenix- 
ville, Penn. Their contract was for’ the 
completion of the metal work by the Ilst 
of July, 1892. Neither the stone work nor 
the metal work has yet been completed. 

“These delays are in my opinion without 
cause or excuse, and from present appear- 
auces, 1 don’t believe that the work will 
b> funshed until some time within the first 
part of next year. 

‘You may say that much and say it with 
emphasis. I do not desire to join issue 
With any one; these are the facts as far as 
I aw ccrcerned with them.” 

Dr. J. D. Turner, chairman of the 
bridge committee, fully agreed that the de 
rs had been both troublesome and avoid- 
able. 

“You see, he said, “I have had charge of 
the work since its initiation, and I am very 
anxious to push it to success before the 
expiration of my term as councilman. The 
coutractS have been remarkably neglected 
and are very slow of fulfillment. I believe 
there is room for twice the number of men 
on the bridge at present working. The nec- 
essary appropriations have been made by 
the council, and the money has lain, a 
great part of it, unnecessarily idle. We have 
had to carry over $16,000 in one instance, 
which should have been paid out months 
ago. The work sliould be carried to com- 
pletion during the term of the present board 
so that there may be no doubt about the 
apportiofiment. 

“There has been $91,400 appropriated for 
the iron work; $15,000 for the masonary 
and $12,000 for the roadway, the total be 
ing $118,000, exclusive of $2,000 for the 
architect. We have payed tke Phoenix 
Bridge Company $31,644, and are due them 
$59,766. Nothing has been paid on account 
of the roadway, and $13,365 has been ex- 
pended on the masonry. In round numbers, 
we have spent $45,000, and will owe $73,- 
000, for which the cash is | in the city treas- 


The bridge is now rapidly looming up in 
the brsy view seen from Broad street 
bridge, and affords a noble comparison to 
that frail and trembling structure.

He Made Horseshoes Like a Regular 
e Professional, 


HE PUT ON THE ARTISTIC TOUCH, 


He Once Worked Asa Blacksmith in Aus- 
tralia—Fitz Knocks Out a Local 
Anniston Sport. 


If Bob Fitzsimmons should ever be knock- 
ed out of the middleweight championship, 
or should lose the pile of ducats he has 
raked in from his sporting bouts, he can 
make a lucrative thing out of his knowledge 
of blacksmithing. Fitz gave an entertain- 
ment to a number of local sports at a horse- 
shoeing establishment on South Forsyth 
street. It was not a boxing tournament, 
nor a sparring contest. It was only an or- 
dinary exhibition of blacksmithing. Fitz’s 
exhibition was at G. B. Parker's horse- 
shoeing parlors on South Forsyth, and the 
exhibition consisted in the manufacture of 
a half dozen horseshoes, and the job was 
done up to a nicety. No expert horse 
shoer could have done it better. 

Just before 9 o'clock yesterday morning, 
after a hearty breakfast at the Kimball, 
itz and his manager, Martin Julian, went 
down to Parker’s shop, having previously 
made arrangements for the use of the forge 
and tools. 

A group of curious fellows were about 
the place, they having heard that he was 
to try his skill there yesterday morning. 

Fitz didn’t lose any time. He took in 
the situation at a glance and no one had to 
tell him what to do first. He saw the 
bright coal fire glowing on the forge, and 
it had a familiar look to the champion. 
He quickly shucked his tailor-made clay 
worsted coat, took down his shining col- 
lar, undid his satin tie, and adjusted a 
heavy leather apron that he borrowed from 
one of the smiths. In this begrined apron 
he looked like a real biacksmith, and the 
few that weren’t on to the racket thought 
he was one of the regularly employed horse- 
shoers in the shop. 

A long bar of iron had been provided for 
Fitz’s use in making shoes, and he took it 
up with the air of a professional. He 
stuck one end of the bar into the red 
blaze, and with a heavy swing began to 
operate the bellows. The fire sparkles, 
and glowed, and the bellows heaved and 
blowed. The cold iron became red, and 
Fitz grappled with the tongs and transferred 
it to the anvil. With tougs and hammer 
he began to bend the red hot iron into a 
crescent shape. He did it dextriously and 
a few yseconds’ hammering ‘and twisting 
soon transformed the iron into a horseshoe 
shape. Then came the finishing touches, 
which Fitz applied artistically. When he 
finished the job he had made as pretty a 
horseshoe as any smith can fashion. He 
dropped the comple‘ed shoe beside the an- 
vil and took up the bar of iron again. 
Through the same process of operation he 
went again, turning out another shoe as 
much like ‘ne first as two peas. He 
worked awioxly, and accurately, showing an 

eeuch. 

Yes Were made and deposited in a 
neat fire beside the anvil. When he pad 
finished Fitz took of his apron, and again 
donned his own suit. 

/Fitz was a professional blacksmith when 
e was younger, and in hammering hard 
iron he acquired the hard muscle that helped 
Lim. to capture the championship from Jack 
Dempsey. 

He was born in England of Irish parent- 
age, but spent many years in Australia, 
where he turned his knowledge of black- 
sinithing to good account. 

Fitz is a knocker and no mistake. A 
good story is told of how Fitz punched 
the wind out of a local blowhard in Annis- 
ton the other night. The Anniston local 
is a 300-pounder, and is “fearfully and won- 
derfully made,’ being a perfect giant in 
build. His friends thought he could knock 
out Corbett or any other pugilist, and of- 

fered to pit him against Fitz in the 
three-round contest in “The Heroic Black- 
smith.” Fitz gave him the opportunity to 
show himself, and when the big fellow came 
on Fitz gave him a biff-bang on the chin, 
a face blow, and the Anniston champion 
collapsed in just thirty seconds. Generally 
Fitz won’t knock out,anybody in his stage 
contests except his sparring partner.
